o btain a rich wife have been made 
public thro ugh a pro secutio n fo r 
blackmail bro ught by the baro n 
against Hermann Pincus, Mo rilz 
Mendelsso hn and Ado lf Mendels­ 
so hn, three tradesmen who were 
members o f the syndicate. 
The 
trial has J ust co me to its clo se. 
Baro n vo n Muenchhausen is a 
member o f a famo us German fam­ 
ily which dates fro m 158 7 . . 
The testimo ny sho wed that an 
ex -co nvict named Eissler, living in 
Stuttgart, telegraphed to Frau vo n 
Quitso w, a no ble-wo man, residing 
in Berlin, who undertakes to o b­ 
tain wealthy wives fo r army o ffi-, 
cers, asking her, if she had a titled 
o fficer in active service fo r an 
American fo rtune o f $7 ,5o o .o cx ), 
to let him kno w. 
Frau vo n Quit- 
Bo w put Eissler in co mmunicatio n 
with Baro n vo n Muenchhausen, 
who is a lieutenant in the Prussian 
artillery. 
The baro n, acco rding to 
statements made in co urt, agreec 
to give Eissler 5 per cent o f the 
mo ney o f the heiress he was to wee 
in the event o f the marriage taking 
place and he signed co nditio na 
bills fo r #37 5.000. 
On these bills 
Eissler raised mo ney 
in Berlin 
fro m numero us gro ups o f perso ns 
which included Pincus and the two 
Mendelsso hns, 
and 
Baro n 
vo n 
Muenchhausen was pro vided with 
the cash with which he paid the 
ex penses o f his jo urney to the 
United States. 
Eissler’s partner in this adven­ 
ture was a lady’s maid who hac 
been fo rmerly in the service o f the 
rich American wo man referred to 
Eissler. She preceded the baro n 
to the United States to nego tiate 
the marriage, but her effo rts were 
no t successful. 
The name o f the 
heiress in questio n was no t dis­ 
clo sed in co urt. 
Baro n vo n Muenchhausen did 
make the acquaintance while in the 
United States o f Martka W ashing­ 
to n Beckel, a wido w o f mo derate 
wealth, who m, acco rding to the 
German peerage, he married De 
cember 33, 18 9 8 . 
Since his mar 
riage the baro n has been living 
with his wife o n his estate near 
Schwo bler, Hano ver. 
0 « his return to Germany,Baro n 
vo n Muenchhausen had to recko n 
with the ho lders o f his bills.

Pincus and the Mendelsso hns, who 
•o rrendered his papers o n the pay­ 
ment o f co mparatively small sums. 
Baro n vo n Muenchhausen after­ 
ward accused these men o f black 
mail« and the matter was thus 
bro ught into co urt.

o f the charge.

Easy VictiiMb. 


A SECRET GIVEN BY GOD. 


NotwithstandiDfi: This, Defendant !s 
Held to Criminal Court in 
Snm of $500 . 


George A . Francis, 1738 McGee 
street, president of the Francis 
Chemical 
Gold 
company, 
the 
yonng man who 
posed 
as 
an 
alchemist, and who induced Joseph 
E . W ilcoxen, a blind man, and 
sereral other persons to take stock 
in his company on the representa­ 
tion that he could manufacture 
“ the yellow metal,*’ was bound 
over to the criminal court by Jus­ 
tice Ben Spitz this morning at the 
conclusion of his preliminary ex­ 
amination, says the Kansas City 
Star of Thursday. 
His bond was 
fixed at I500. 
The charge against Francis, that 
of obtaining money under false 
pretenses, was filed by Mr. W il­ 
coxen, 310 East Fourteenth street, 
who bought fifty shares of stock 
for himself and wife, paying ^50 
for it. 
Mr. W ilcoxen testified that 
Francis, accompanied by another 
man, came to his house and showed 
him and his wife samples of the 
gold produced by the process. 
He also told of the organization 
of the company and of how he was 
taken by Francis to a pawnshop 
where a sample of the gold was 
examined and pronounced genuine. 
Then it was that W ilcoxen, not 
being able to see for himself, but 
believing in the statements of the 
alchemist and others, parted with 
his money and was given two cer­ 
tificates of stock in return. 
These 
certificates were produced in evi­ 
dence. 
They are elaborately en­ 
graved and bear across their face in 
large letters the words: 
“ Francis 
Chemical Gold Company, Capital 
Stock $25,000.” 
The 
Rev. Charles F. Parham, 
who conducted a Bible school in 
Kansas C ity last summer and held 
religious meetings in the streets, 
was the next witness. 
He said he 
had known Francis since last A pril, 
becoming acquainted with the al­ 
chemist and his companion at the 
conclusion of one of his meetings. 
Francis, he said, seemed filled 
w ith a desire to help the witness in 
his work and finally informed him 
of the secret process. 
Francis had 
told 
the 
minister that 
he 
had 
learned the name of the one chem­ 
ical necessary to the manufacture 
of gold from God, and that he bo- 
lievod he had been called on to 
uplift humanity with the wealth 
that should come to him. 
He said, the witness continued, 
that as he was kneeling in his room 
praying 
he suddenly heard the 
word whispered to him and he rose 
immediately, knowing that he had 
power to make gold. 
He asked 
the minister’s aid in 
the under­ 
taking, promising him that a por­ 
tion of the proceeds of the company 
should be given to the school. 
He 
was founding the company not as 
a money-making scheme, he said, 
but in his desire to help humanity. 
W hen anyone asked how the pro­ 
cess was working Francis always 
referred to the jars that he had set 
and pot the investors off until the 
chemical action could he completed.

A case tr ied in the city cour t of 
East St. Louis yester day was of

Mr s. Maggie Rollen, of St. Louis, 
br ought 
suit against the gr and 
lodge of the 
Ancient 
Or der of 
United 
Wor kmen and obtained 
ser vice on Mr . Fr ank Kur r us, of 
East St. Louis, the gr and master 
of the or der in Illinois. 
She claimed that she was the 
beneficiar y of a cer tain policy held 
by her late husband, and that she 
was encitled to the amount of the 
policy, 
^a,ooo. 
Br other s and a 
sister of Mr . Rollen claim that un­ 
der the laws of the or der and also 
of the state they ar e the pr oper 
par ties to whom the money should 
be paid. 
They set up the plea that the 
woman was not the legal wife of 
John Rollen, and that under the 
r ules of the or der , as well as the 
law, she could not be a beneficiar y 
in any way. 
The case was called yester day 
and ther e wer e many fr iends of the 
par ties fr om St. Louis, as well as 
lawyer s and spectator s fr om East 
St, Louis in the cour t r oom. 
The 
A. O. U. W. paid the $3 ,000 into 
cour t and was dismissed fr om the 
case as soon as this was done. 
Then the contest between the mem­ 
ber s of the family commenced. 
Mr s. Rollen was placed on the 
stand after the intr oduction of the 
policy, which gave the money to 
her as the wife of John Rollen. 
She said that she an4 Mr . Rollen 
had agr eed to live together as hus­ 
band and wife, and that they had 
done so. 
She claimed that 
he 
often intr oduced her to his people 
as his wife, and that they knew 
ther e never had been a cer emony 
of mar r iage, but still they r ecog­ 
nised her as his wife. 
She also stated 
that 
she 
was 
reared 
as a Catholic, 
and knew 
hat the laws of the church recog­ 
nized no 
legal 
marriage such as 
hat 
claimed 
by a common 
law 
wife. 
She 
then 
stated that she 
oved the man, and although her 
religion forbade it, she still con­ 
sented to live with him as his wife. 
Sh« admitted that the family kad 
freq uent q uarrels because Rollen 
lived with 
her 
without 
the for­ 
mality of a marriage ceremony of 
any kind. 
The woman further stated that 
hey lived together for over twelv« 
years and that their furniture was 
t)ought in the name of Rollen and 
wife. 
The grocers recognised her 
as such, and 
the premiums were 
paid on the policy by her. 
While all these facts ^ere sworn 
o by others as well as tke woman, 
it seems that Rollen 
told 
many 
friends that she was nat his wife, 
and that he did not want to con­ 
sider her as such. 
In the neigh­ 
borhood he said that she was his 
wife, while in othor parts of the 
city he denied the relation. 
Should th« court decide that the 
’acts show that the woman is the 
common law wife of the man, she 
will be entitled to the money, while 
on

Railroad officials express the be­ 
lief that if the systems of the coun­ 
try are obliged to make a general 
increase in the wages of their em­ 
ployes the roads will have to make 
an increase in rates to maintain 
the present earning power on the 
capital stocks. 
It is pointed out that, taking t h e 
railroads of the country as a whole, 
the wages of employes already ac­ 
count for 60 per cent of the total 
operating expenses, and that any 
further increase in this item will 
seriously affect the net earnings. 
During the fiscal year 1901 the 
operating expenses of all the rail­ 
roads amounted to $i,030,ocx),ooo. 
O f this amount $610,000,000, or 
practically 60 per cent, was paid 
in wages. 
A general increase of 
20 or even 10 per cent in wages 
would add 
enormously 
to 
the 
operating expenses. 
A n increase 
of 10 per cent in wages would add 
6 per cent to the operating ex­ 
penses, while an increase of 20 per 
cent in wages would mean an in­ 
crease of 12 per cent in operating 
expenses. 
Railroad officials generally ex­ 
press the opinion that no such gen­ 
eral increase in wages could be 
made without seriously affecting 
tbe present surplus earnings avail­ 
able for dividends. 
A n increase 
of 20 per cent in wages is said to 
be impossible, while a general in­ 
crease of 10 per cent could only be 
made without affecting the present 
dividend payments by making a 
corresponding increase in rates. 
In this connection it is said that 
while the gross earnings of the 
railroads have increased enormous­ 
ly during the last few years, the 
operating expensus have shown a 
corresponding increase. 
A ll of the 
materials 
which enter 
into 
the 
maintenance and operation of a 
railroad have increased from 20 to 
50 per cent, and in some instances 
even 70 and 80 per cent over the 
prices ruling in 1898, 
A s a result of this large increase 
in expenses the shareholders of the 
railroads have reaped only a partial 
benefit from the large expansion in 
gross earnings. 
Some railroad 
officials say the larger surplus earn­ 
ings which the railroads are now 
showing is the result, not of the 
expansion of gross earnings, but of 
the greater economy shown in the 
operation of the roads. 
The belief is even expressed in 
some quarters that if the railroads 
of the country were today operated 
with no greater ability than they 
were a few years ago the surplus 
earnings available for dividend dis­ 
bursements 
would 
not be very 
much larger than what it was in 
1896, notwithstanding the expan­ 
sion of l5oo,<x)o,ooo in gross earn­ 
ings which has taken place since 
that year.
